The troops met only 
light enemy fire at the start, but 
they expected to find the Reds 
dug in as they moved closer to 
the river. 

SOUTHERN FRONT — Troops 
of the U. S. Twenty-fifth Division 
by 11 a. m. had gained 800 to 
1,000 vards as they made slow 
progress against heavy resistance, 
A light rain began falling in this 
sector at noon.

Back Truman 


W ASHINGTON—Georgia delegation members 
reacted favorably to the dramatic Cabinet shift 
announced this weék by President Truman. The 

overwhelming consensus of the group was that Mr. Truman had 
acted wisely in accepting the resignation of Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson and naming as his successor General George Mar- 
shall, wartime Chief of Staff and later Secretary of State. 


Senator Richard B. Russell, second-ranking member of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee which was called upon to change 
the law making it possible for General Marshall to serve, said the 
move was designed to give the country greater confidence in the 
Korean war effort and our ¢efense preparations. 


Because of the long-standing tradition of the country against 
military men serving at the head of defense departments, the 
Georgia Senator said he ordinarily would be opposed to any change 
in the present law, which makes a general or other officer ineligible 
for appointment as Secretary of Defense. 


“But these are not ordinary times,” said Senator Russell. “We 
@re dealing with a crucial situation, with one war already thrust 
upon us and with another of far greater consequences threatened. 
General Marshall has the universal respect of our people and our 
allies. His presence at the head of our defense works at the Pen- 
tagon will give the people confidence in what we are undertaking. 
Unfortunately, the attacks that have been made on Secretary John- 
son have undermined public confidence in the war effort. 


“But equally important, the appointment of General Marshall 
will have a great effect on our allies abroad. It will convince them 
that American defense plans are in competent hands.” 

y Rep. Eugene Cox, of Camilla, praised General Mar- 
Cox, Too shall as having “one of the finest and best disci- 
plined minds of any man I have ever known.” He spoke of having 
seen him appear before Congressional committees for two hours or 


more at a time, answering all questions and explaining intricate 
matters without ever consulting a note of any kind. 


“It is unfortunate,” Judge Cox said, “that a situation arose 
where it was necessary to make a change in the Cabinet at this 
time, but the President seems to have acted wisely. I predict that 
General Marshall will make one of our greatest Defense Department 
heads, if the politicians will let him alone and allow him to run 
things with a free hand.” 


Rep. Henderson Lanham, of Rome, who.was one of the first 
members of Congress to demand Secretary Johnson's resignation, 
was naturally gratified at the President's action. 


“The people,” he said, “have confidence in General Marshall. 
Secretary Johnson was too boastful and had put economy above 
national security.” 

Back in July the Rome Congressman attracted national atten- 
tion by stating that Mr. Johnson ought to resign. He has followed 
it up with similar requests for his resignation several times since 
then. Taking a less critical attitude of the retiring Defense Depart- 
ment head, Rep. Sydney Camp, of Newnan, reminded that the 
country applauded a year ago when Secretary Johnson tried to 
curtail military expenditures. “But somehow,” he said, “the people 
just did not have confidence in him, due perhaps to the bad show- 
ing we have made in Korea, and I think he did the right thing in 
resigning. General Marshall is better equipped to take his place 
than any. man in the country. His appointment will give the people 
new confidence in our defense program.” 

Other delegation members feel much the same way about the 
While he has been critical of Secretary 
Johnson in the past and has also commended him when he thought 
it was due, Rep. Carl Vinson, Chairman of the great House Armed 
Services Committee. declined to comment on the President's Cabi- 
net change. Rep. Paul Brown, of Elberton, confined himself to the 
statement that he thought the new appointment would be helpful 
to the Administration and to the country. 

Incidentally, Rep. Camp is still receiv-

‘Lion of the South’ 


The Editors: In a recent article about Gettys- 
burg, The Constitution says: “Dutch Longstreet 
sulked and the opportunity was lost.” 

This is a falsehood as cruel as was ever run 
into print. From Manassas to Appomattox, Gen- 
eral Longstreet executed every order received 
from Lee, with instant energy. The Official 
Records of the war prove this. There is not a 
line in the records to support the charges that 
besmirch Longstreet’s honor as a soldier. 

No word was ever heard against Longstreet’s 
brilliant. record until after he aligned himself 
with Republican leadership in rebuilding a war- 
torn nation in the Reconstruction period. Then 
the jackal politicians were turned loose to rob 
him of honors won on great fields. 

General Longstreet knew at Appomattox that 
The Lost Cause was lost forever, and that there 
had to be a two-party system if the South moved 
forward on the road to peace and progress. His 
action in that awful hour gave the Southern peo- 
ple a voice again in their government and saved 
the South from something worse than anarchy. 
Today, Senator Russell and Mr. McGill cham- 
pion a two-party system. Longstreet was 50 years 
ahead of them and the times in which he lived. 

The relations that existed between Lee and 
Longstreet (that of father and son) from Manas- 
sas to Appomattox, give the lie to the Gettysburg 
charges. It was after Gettysburg that Lee sent 
Longstreet to Chickamauga, where he won the 
only Confederate victory in the West. It was after 
Gettysburg that Lee reviewed Longstreet’s corps, 
the second review he ever made of his Army. 
It was after Gettysburg that with Lee‘s approval 
a resolution of thanks was passed by the Con- 
federate Congress to Longstreet and his com- 
mand. In the final hours at Appomattox Lee 
summoned Longstreet to his side to inquire if the 
“Cid War Horse” would break through the Union 
lines and die with him in the Virginia hills, if 


Grant offered dishonorable terms, which he 
would not accept. 

Sir Francis Lawley, British correspondent of 
the London Times during the War Between the 
States, remained in the VU. S. some time after 
Appomattox and had frequent talks with Lee in 
Lexington. In one of these interviews he quoted 
Lee. “If,” said Lee; “I had taken General Long- 
street's advice on the eve of the second day at 
Gettysburg, and movéd my Army between the 
Army of the Potomac and Washington, the Con- 
federates today would be a free people.” This 
interview was given space in the Edinburgh 
Herald, which is still being published. Its files 
are open to anyone who wishes to examine them. 

Lee lost at Gettysburg because he made a 
campaign which he didn't have the force to win. 
He never sought to place the blame on. other 
shoulders. He would have been.the first to de- 

*nounce the infamous attacks on Longstreet. But 
Longstreet’s accusers thoughtfully waited until 
Lee's death before making them. 

This hour, which witnesses the descendants 
of Confederate and Union soldiers falling on far 
Korean fields that liberty shall not perish, seems 
the wrong time to rehash infamous charges 
against the “Lion of the South,” which dishonor 
the name American.

B-36 Motors 


CHICAGO, Sept. 15—(INS)— 
The Chicago Journal of Commerce 
said Friday night that the Ford 
Motor Company will begin manu- 
facturing “substantial quantities” 
of B-36 aircraft engines “as soon 
as possible” at the ufused Tucke:

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Soil Saving Week 
Is Being Observed 
By Georgia Farmers 


By STILES A. MARTIN 

Soil Conservation Week is being held throughout Georgia this 
week, and Gov. Talmadge, in a proclamation, asks observance of 
the occasion to impress upon people the importance of saving soil. 

Land is the most valuabie thing in the world in the way of 
material things. It ranks next to life itself in importance, for if it 
were not for Land Soil, the human race could not survive. Sus- 
tenance of practically all life comes from the 
soil, whether it be food, clothing, light and shel- 
ter—they all come from tne land. 


that almost blanket the State, whereas formerly 
bare fields and gullies largely prevailed. 

Georgia farmers cultivated more land at the 
turn of the century and a few years later, than 
ever before in the State's history. The number 
of farmers reached the peak of 310,000 in 1910, 
and by the 1945 census report, the number had 
dropped to 225,000, a loss of nearly 100,000 
farms. It is. doubtful if the 1950 census will 
show much increase. Bare fields, empty houses 
and stark chimneys indicate this. 

Time was, and not too long ago either, when not a green sprig 
was seen on Georgia farms this time of year, it being too early 
for Fail grain. All of that is changed now. 

Formerly about 11 miilion acres were cultivated in Georgia, 
but now the acreage runs from seven to eight millions. At the 
peak of farming in the State, the land was planted largely in 
“row” crops, rauch of the land washing badly, being poorly ter- 
raced, if at all. 

” Many farmers felt like the one in Middle Georgia who did not 
“ditch” his land, saying “I let the Lord dig my ditches”’—meaning 
with washes. Nature did, and that farm is still in gullies and is 
almost beyond being reclaimed. 

Many other farmers neglected their land and did not protect 
it with ditches, cut on contour with the land—that is the ditches 
curved with the hills to hold the water. These usually filled up 
or “broke over’ during the Winter rains and boys and other farm 
help. maybe too young to handle a plow, were put to “raking” out 
the ditches, that is putting them in shape again for the year’s rains. 
This ditch “raking” was a hard job, and one that boys hated. 

The word “terrace” was not even known on the farm in former 
days, unless some city fellow came along and used that term. 

Farmers were reminded recently of the damage that can be 
done to land by heavy rains when from six inches in North Georgia 
and as high as 16 inches fell in one “spell” over the State—much 
ef it continuously. Bare land just cannot stand up under such 
rains. 

The farm program in late years has changed. The farmer him- 
self has realized the importance of saving his soil. He has learned 
what the word “terrace” means and that term has taken the place 
of the word “ditch,” which is seldom used on the farm now. 


Engineers terrace the farm today and the farmer may get pay | 


. from the Government if he will plant so much land to cover crops. 
Thus the farmer is being paid to save his land as he reaps a crop 
from it at the same time—maybe in milk or beef cattle or hogs. 

Change in the farm program has also aided the plan. Farmers 
are getting away from row crops, are encouraging growing of 
grass, instead of killing it, cows, of course, grazing upon it. Many 
former fields and also woods, are now carpeted with pasture grass, 
which finds its way into Atlanta and other cities in the form of 
milk and beef cattle. 

The farmer is taking more interest in his timber. Formerly 
the woods furnished wood only for the cook stove and the {ire- 
place; white oak “splits” for cotton baskets; hickory for mauls; 
ash and other slim trees for hoe handles. Pastures also took in the 
woods, which furnished shade for the livestock, and broke the force 
of the Winter winds. : 

Markets for timber are growing. Saw timber has been high in 
price for several years and much that is too small or not available 
for lumber. is being sold to the pulp mills. 

This pulp wood market extends to extreme North Georgia. The 
farmer is realizing that he can get a sizable income from his 
growing trees, and as a result, many counties have organized forest 
fighting units to spot and combat fires. 

The annual custom of “burning off the woods” is becoming 
unpopular in Georgia, as the utter desolation of a burned-off woods 
is noted. There is hardly a sight in nature that is more tragic 
looking. Trees scorched and damaged; young trees burned; bushes, 
weeds and grass singed to a crisp; a once verdant, healthy forest is 
transformed into a mass of seared trees in a few minutes. 

Fire hardens and otherwise damages trees, rendering many un- 
fit for lumber. The undergrowth is destroyed and nature has to 
begin all over again to replenish the woods with undergrowth and 
do its best to revive the damaged trees. 

A “freshet” scene in a swamp looks bad, but the sunshine soon 
corrects that and within a few days you do not realize the “creek 
has been up.” A forest fire is different. The scars thereof remain 
permanently, or for a long time, even with nature doing its best 
to recover the burned area. 

Some forests never fully recover,
